The  Jews  of  Tunisia 


The  history  of  Jewish  settlement  in 
Tunisia  probably  dates  back  to  the  year 
70  of  the  Common  Era  when  Jews  fled 
from  the  destroyed  Jerusalem  and  sought 
refuge  there. 

The  rule  of  the  Romans  and  later  of  the 
various  Islamic  dynasties  brought  prosperity 
and  scholarship  to  the  Jews  for  the  most  part, 
and  by  the  end  of  the  19th  century,  there  were 
over  60,000  Jews  scattered  throughout  the 
country.

When  the  French  gave  independence  to 
Tunisia  in  1954,  for  one  reason  or  another, 
most  of  the  Jewish  population  left:  many  to 
France  and  others  to  Israel.  Today,  only  some 


2,000  or  so  remain. 

I  had  always  hoped  to  visit  the  island  of 
Djerba,  where  a  little  under  1,000  Jews

remain,  and  in  February,  my  wife  and  I  trav¬ 
eled  there  to  make  contact  with  that  commu¬ 
nity.  According  to  local  tradition,  Jews  came 
there  during  the  reign  of  Solomon,  and  a  fam¬ 
ily  of  Kohanim  fleeing  Jerusalem  in  the  year 
70  C.E.  is  said  to  have  transported  one  of  the 
temple  gates  to  Djerba.  In  the  19th  and  20th 
centuries,  there  were  yeshivot,  Hebrew  print¬ 
ing  presses  and  a  most  active  congregation 
centered  around  the  Ghriba  Synagogue  and 
synagogues  in  various  towns  of  the  island. 
Many  people  emigrated  to  Israel,  but  the  eight 
or  nine  hundred  who  remain  still  maintain  a 
synagogue,  yeshivah,  day  schools  for  girls  and 
for  boys  (separate),  and  walking  around  the 
town,  one  sees  notices  in  Hebrew'  outside  the 
jewelry  shops  saying  Beruchim  Ha-Baim  or 
welcome. 

Nearby,  on  the  mainland,  there  is  a  small 
congregation  in  the  town  of  Zarzis.  The  chil¬ 
dren  are  beautiful  and  study  with  their  rabbi 
with  great  diligence;  and,  it  seems,  that  every¬ 
one  speaks  Hebrew,  which  made  it  easier  for 
me  to  speak  to  the  children  and  their  teachers 
in  every  town. 

In  the  capital,  Tunis,  we  spent  some  time  in 
the  Jewish  Day  School  (about  70  pupils)  run 
by  Lubavitch.  The  old  rabbi  (Rabbi  Pinson), 
who  has  been  in  the  country  for  over  40  years, 
was  so  thrilled  to  be  able  to  speak  Yiddish 
with  me.  Later,  we  attended  one  of  his  classes 
where  he  taught  in  French. 

The  Grand  Synagogue  on  one  of  the  main 
streets  of  the  capital  is  guarded  by  policemen 
who  are  very  courteous  to  Jewish  visitors. 

Other  towns,  such  as  Sousse,  still  have 
small  amounts  of  Jews  and  synagogues,  which 
are  often  more  active  in  the  summer  when  for¬ 
mer  residents  and  tourists  come  from  France 
and  other  countries. 

The  local  Jews  complained  to  us  that  these 
people  were  not  coming  at  the  moment 
because  of  the  tense  situation  in  Israel.  They 
pointed  out  that  although  Tunisia  is  a  Moslem 
state  friendly  with  Arafat  and  the  Palestinians, 
this  in  no  way  effects  their  respect  for  their 
Jewish  population.  It  is  expected  that  many 
former  Tunisians  will  go  to  the  Lag  B’Omer 
celebration  in  Djerba,  which,  apparently,  is  an 
amazing  event. 

Tunisia  is  rich  with  Roman  remains  and  the 
mosaics  to  be  found  around  the  country  are 
truly  outstanding.  Overall,  it  is  a  quiet  place 
with  none  of  the  poverty  and  hassling  that 
goes  on  elsewhere.  The  few  days  we  spent  in

Passover  Dietary  Laws 


Prohibited  Foods 

Prohibited  Foods  include:  leavened  bread,  cakes,  biscuits,  crack¬ 
ers.  cereal,  coffee  with  cereal  derivatives  in  them,  wheat,  barley,  oats, 
spelt,  rye,  and  all  liquids  containing  ingredients  or  flavors  made  from 
grain  alcohol.  In  addition,  most  Ashkenazic  authorities  have  added  the 
following  foods  to  the  above  list:  rice,  corn,  millet,  legumes  (beans, 
peas,  peanuts;  but  string  beans  are  permitted).  Some  Ashkenazic 
authorities  permit,  while  others  forbid  the  use  of  legumes  in  a  form 
other  than  its  natural  state,  for  example,  corn  sweeteners,  corn  oil,  soy 
oil,  peanut  oil.  Sephardic  authorities  permit  the  use  of  all  of  the  above. 
Consult  Rabbi  Lincoln  for  guidance  in  the  use  of  these  products. 

Permitted  Foods 

A.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  prior  to  Pesah:  unopened  packages  or  containers  of  natural  cof¬ 
fee  (without  cereal  additives),  sugar,  pure  tea,  salt,  pepper,  natural 
spices,  fruit  juices  with  no  additives  (frozen,  canned,  or  bottled),  frozen 
(uncooked)  vegetables  (for  legumes,  see  above),  milk,  butter,  cottage 
cheese,  cream  cheese,  tuna  in  water  (no  oil  added),  frozen  (uncooked) 
fruit  (with  no  additives),  baking  soda. 

B.  The  following  foods  require  no  kosher  lePesah  label  if  pur¬ 
chased  either  before  or  during  Pesah:  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
(except  for  legumes  above),  eggs,  fresh  fish  and  fresh  meat. 

C.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 
either  before  or  during  Pesah:  All  baked  products  (matzoh,  cakes,  mat- 
zoh  flour,  farfel,  matzoh  meal,  and  any  products  containing  matzoh), 
wine,  vinegar,  liquor,  oils,  dried  fruits,  candy,  chocolate  flavored  milk, 
ice  cream,  yogurt,  and  soda. 

D.  The  following  foods  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label  if  purchased 
during  Pesah:  Processed  foods  (canned,  frozen,  or  bottled):  milk,  but¬ 
ter,  juices,  vegetables,  fruit,  milk  products,  spices,  coffee,  tea,  and  fish, 
as  well  as  all  foods  listed  in  category  C. 


Detergents:  If  permitted  during  the  year,  powdered  and  liquid 
detergents  do  not  require  a  kosher  lePesah  label. 

Medicine:  Since  hametz  binders  are  used  in  many  pills,  the  fol¬ 
lowing  guides  should  be  followed:  If  the  medicine  is  required  for  life 
sustaining  therapy,  it  may  be  used  during  Pesah.  If  it  is  not  for  life  sus¬ 
taining  therapy,  some  authorities  permit,  while  others  prohibit.  Consult 
Rabbi  Lincoln.  In  all  cases,  capsules  are  preferable. 

Kashering  of  Utensils 

The  process  of  kashering  utensils  depends  on  how  the  utensils  are 
used.  According  to  halakhah,  leaven  can  be  purged  from  a  utensil  by 
the  same  process  in  which  it  was  absorbed  in  the  utensil.  Therefore, 
utensils  used  in  cooking  are  kashered  by  boiling,  those  used  in  broil¬ 
ing  are  kashering  by  fire  and  heat  and  those  used  only  for  cold  food 
are  kashered  by  rinsing. 

A.  Earthenware  (china,  pottery,  etc.)  may  not  be  kashered.  But  fine 
translucent  chinaware  which  has  not  been  used  for  over  a  year  may  be 
used  if  scoured  and  cleaned  in  hot  water. 

B.  Metal  (wholly  made  of  metal)  used  in  fire  (spit,  broiler)  must 
first  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleansed  and  then  made  as  hot  as 
possible.  Those  used  for  cooking  and  eating  (silverware,  pots)  must  be 
thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and  completely  immersed  in  boiling 
water.  Pots  have  water  boiled  in  them  which  will  overflow  the  rim.  The 
utensils  should  not  be  used  for  a  period  of  at  least  24  hours  between 
the  cleaning  and  the  immersion  in  boiling  water.  Metal  baking  utensils 
cannot  be  kashered. 

C.  Oven  and  Ranges:  Every  part  that  comes  in  contact  with  food 
must  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  and  cleaned.  Then,  oven  and  range 
should  be  heated  as  hot  as  possible  for  a  half  hour.  If  there  is  a  broil 
setting,  use  it.  Self-cleaning  ovens  should  be  scrubbed  and  cleaned  and 
then  put  through  the  self-cleaning  cycle.  Continuous  cleaning  ovens 
must  be  kashered  in  the  same  manner  as  regular  ovens.  Microwave

ovens,  which  do  not  cook  the  food  by  means  of  heat,  should  be 
cleaned  and  then  a  cup  of  water  should  he  placed  in  it.  Then  the  oven 
should  be  turned  on  until  the  water  disappears.  A  microwave  oven  that 
has  a  browning  element  cannot  be  kashered. 

D.  Glassware:  Authorities  disagree  as  to  the  method  for  kashering 
drinking  utensils.  One  opinion  requires  soaking  in  water  for  three  days, 
changing  the  water  every  24  hours,  while  the  other  opinion  requires  only 
a  thorough  scrubbing  before  Pesah  or  putting  it  through  a  dishwasher. 

E.  Dishwasher:  After  not  using  the  machine  for  a  period  of  24 
hours,  a  full  cycle  with  detergent  should  be  run. 

F.  Electrical  Appliances:  If  the  parts  that  come  into  contact  with 
hametz  are  removable,  they  can  be  kashered  in  the  appropriate  way  (if 
metal,  follow  the  rules  for  metal  utensils).  If  the  parts  are  not  remov¬ 


able,  the  appliance  cannot  be  kashered.  (All  exposed  parts  should  be 
thoroughly  cleaned.) 

G.  Tables,  closets,  and  counters:  If  used  with  hametz,  they  should 
he  thoroughly  cleaned  and  covered,  and  then  they  may  be  used. 

H.  Kitchen  sink:  A  metal  sink  can  be  kashered  by  a  thorough  clean¬ 
ing,  and  by  pouring  boiling  water  over  it.  A  porcelain  sink  should  be 
clean  and  a  sink  rack  used.  If,  however,  dishes  are  to  be  soaked  in  a 
porcelain  sink,  a  dish  basin  must  be  used. 

I.  Hametz  and  non-Passover  utensils:  Non-Passover  dishes,  pots  and 
hametz  whose  ownership  has  been  transferred,  should  he  separated, 
locked  up  or  covered,  and  marked  so  as  to  prevent  accidental  use.

the  Berbers  were  most  fascinating  as  well.  A 
visit  to  a  British  War  Cemetery  with  many  stars 
of  David  on  the  graves  reminded  us  of  the 
heavy  fighting  that  took  place  in  World  War  II. 
The  American  Cemetery  in  Carthage  has  a 
Jewish  Chapel  and,  I  understand,  is  most 
impressive  as  well. 

It  should  come  as  a  source  of  pride  and  sat¬ 
isfaction  to  us  that  every  endeavor  of  the  Jew¬ 
ish  community  is  supported  and  maintained  by 
the  Joint  Distribution  Committee,  and  it  is  no 
exaggeration  to  say  that  there  could  not  be  Jew¬ 
ish  life  without  their  participation.
